WILL DECLARE REBELLION ENDED. 


Pretend to Withdraw Troops and Pro- 


ceed to Put In Force the Prom- 


ised Reforms—Cubans 


May Object. 


Key West, Fla., April 15 —It is report^ 


ed in Havana that Spain has decided4b 
cease military operations in Cuba ai soon 
ag tbe rainy season commences. 
The 


government is making preparations to 
bring regular troops from the interior and 
embark them for Spain and the Philip- 
pine Islands at the first opportunity. The 
trocbaa will be abandoned and the insur- 
gents may roam through the heart of the 
island from Cape San Antonio to Cape 
Maysl. 


This is regarded 
an tho downfall of 


Spain in Cuba, but, notwithstanding bar 
humiliation and bankruptcy, she never- 
theless wants to assume tbe role of con- 
qeror offering favors to tbe conquered. It 
has been said that the assembling of tbe 
Cortes will be delayed until June or July, 
owing to tbe fact that tbe ministers' coun- 
cil does not care to announce tbe evacua- 
tion of tbe troops before that body. 


Wben Weyler returns to Havana be 


will find a decree from Spain, which he 
will immediately promulgate, proclaim- 
ing that the war has terminated and ten- 
dering congratulations and tbanke to the 
Spanish army. Tbe queen will proclaim 
the election of deputies and representa- 
tives to tbe administrative body of tbe 
island, after which the reforms for Cuba 
will be promulgated. 
The Duke of Te- 


tuan will announce in the diplomatic 
notes to the powers that tbe disturbance 
in tbe island has ended felicitously and 
that Cuban commerce will continue tbe 


me as ever with security and peace. 
It will be stated that it has been neces- 


sary to change the government of the 
Island into a more liberal ono, and that 
hereafter Spain will not Interfere with 
tbe administration of affairs in tbe colony 
except as a tutor. The note will also say 
that the Spanish government will retire 
tbo 200,000 troops that now occupy that 
territory, they not being necessary for ser- 
vice, as tbe war is ended. 


In conformity with this plan the gov- 


ernment bas begun to gather all the mod- 
ern armaments In actual service, substi- 
tuting them with old ones thut were kept 
in tbe arsenals. Tbe report of skirmishes 
will be vigorously forbidden in tbe press, 
so that announced peace will appear com- 
plete. 


Ono of tbe peculiarities of tbe future 


diplomatic note is that it does not specify 
tbe time necessary for the evacuation of 
all tbe troops. This seems to indicate 
that, although Spain will cease offensive 
operations, she will prepare herself for 
obtaining the best advantages possible 
before finally abandoning the island.

in doing BO be expressed himself as a 
great admirer of Judge Wilkin . Mr. Bird 
said Mr. Wilkin is n humanitarian, broad 
as our common country, deep as the sea 
mil as high aa the heavens, so broad, BO 
deep, so bigb, that be is the first man to 
reach down and lift a member of my race 
to the position of court reporter. 
That 


man is Charles Smith. (Applause.) 


At the conclusion of Mr Bird's speech 


tbo motion of Mr. Mills was adopted by a 
rising vote and Judga Wilkin was declar- 
nd the nominee amid general applause. 


The chairman appointed Delegates Ster- 


ling of McLean, Wright of Champaign, 
and Cadwallader oi Lincoln, to present 
the nominee to the convention. 


Judge Wilkin, who waa enthusiastically 


received, said in substance: "It would be

A 
good .judge cannot act In a political sense.

of things In tho city or the state. If every 
man wonld discharge the duties that de- 
volve upon him as a oitiien we would 
bave better municipal, state and nation- 
al adminlstraions, better officers, as a 
rnle, to role over us and a 
tion of things everywhere.

citizen would throw off his apathy and 
indifference and go to the polls and work 
for tho defeat of undesirable candidates it 
would eoon be tbe case that only honest, 
and reputable citizens would be presented 
to tbe people us candidates for municipal, 
state and national officers.

The education of the conscience is nec- 
ssary to make men brava and true in 
onteodlng against municipal corruption, 
t takes some nerve to do It.

oral earthquake. Now, good men fear, 
they ineddlo with municipal corruption,

He Is a man of peace, eobe 
diwreet. chaste, honest In hi* dealing 
with his fellows, brave In bis defense 
his convictions—loving his neighbors 
himself. 


A gocd clUzkn Is a man who possesse 


all tbe virtues named, and the fame loy 
ally to state as to individuals; the appre 
elation of tbe state as a great public gooi 
worthy of the love and support of all; a 
intelligent understanding of the princ 
plea upon which good government 
based, and tbe doctrines of human rights 
an acquaintance with the vital question 
of tbe day; a ready obedience to law; a 
abiding affection for hla country and it 
institutions.

WHEAT NO GOOD. 


April Report on the Condition of the 


Crop in Illinois. 


Tbe special reports received at the office 


of the Illinois department of agriculture, 
under date of April 10, in regard to win- 
ter wheat are oven more discouraging than 
on March 10, when the last bulletin was 
issued. Since that time tbe continuous 
rains, fallowed by high water in the 
streams, have flooded tbe lowlands In 
many portions of southern Illinois, so 
that what wheat was not winter killed 
has been utterly ruined by water. 


Reports from nearly bait of tbe oountlet 


in the state, Including almost all of the 


Inter wheat flowing counties, are to 


the effect that two-thirds of the wheat 
seeded last fall, 1,749,000 acres, was win- 
ter killed or destroyed by Boods, and tho 
condition of the remaining third, 683,000 
acres, is BO poor that UBdei>tbtt must favor 
able conditions from now until "harvest 
only about one-third of an average crop 
may be expected. The outlook at this 
date is that but littlo more than enough 
wheat for seed will be harvested In Illinois 
this season, and her people will have to 
depend on other state for wheat for con- 
sumption, a condition that hag occurred 
but once before In the agricultural history 
of tbe state.

bonds and the money were all in hia hands 
ready to transfer. The robber Spalding 
was made successeV to Mr. Bunn, Alt- 
geld's horest man,- looted tbe fund. 1 he 
Republican "robber" bad it to turn over 
like an honest mao. It took Spalding but 
four years to rob the state. Bunn was 
treasurer for nearly a quarter ot a century 
and In tbat time did not lose a penny.

A Republican Reporter the Guest of 


the Inventor—Description of a 


Trip to Chicago—Won- 


ders of the Ship. 


A vast amount of speculation concern- 


ing the mysterious airship which baa been 
ca\ortlng through the upper regions has 
been indulged In by all classes of citizens. 
It Is said that one confirmed old toper of 
this city has been so impressed that he 
has determined that tbc aerial craft is 
one of the °igna of approaching wind np 
of the universe mentioned in the good 
book and now taken bia Sangamon river 
water straight. A few months past a re- 
porter for the Republican wan In Vnoda- 
lia and during a rather protracted visit 
became acquainted with Mr. C Devon- 
baugb, a farmer, residing among the hills 
about four miles west of that city. One 
evening Mr D called at the hotel and "o- 
quested the reporter to ride with him to 
his home, promising a view of one of the 
greatest wonders of the age.

generated by a new piocees which he 
wished to perfect and cover with letters 
putcnt before allowing the secret to pass 
into other bands. Hinged to tho-Ido of 
the craft whero two huge wingg formed 
from varnished canvass and braced by 
slender ateel rods 
Theso were of the 


Fame length as the craft and wbtn ex 
tended covered a space of about 40 feet In 
width. They were used to steady the 
craft when in motion.
